Western Regulations Likely 


To Be Based Upon Law 


Effective Sept. 1

Washington — There is a revival 


of optimism here as to the possibili- 
ties of a real program of oil conser- 
vation. 


Two recent happenings 
have 


strengthened the belief that a cur- 
tailment of production 
is 
possible 


within the limits of the law. An 
agreement announced from Califor- 
nia, in the Kettleman hills oil fields, 
in-which the United States govern- 
ment is the largest owner, has'had 
the effect of cutting down the drill- 
ing and there is to be a new conser- 
vation law in effect in California on 
Sept. 1. • 


The operation of the new law re- 


vising existirig statutes with respect 
to the production of oil and gas will 
be-watched. If it -works out it may 
prove to be the model which other 
oil producing states can adopt. Con- 
ferences are being held from time to 
time with government officials here 
by representatives of oil producing 
states because when, once the states 
arrive at a workable- arrangement 
federal ratification of the plans will 
be required. 


The federal government Is trying 


through its representatives to carry 
out an educational campaign so that 
alt 'producers, as well as state 
offi- 


cials, will-see the wisdom of conser- 
vation. The difficulty up-to now has 
b.een that ^various IdeaS^ave ^>revailr- 
ed~as,to the best ihethod of"curtail- 
ing production and a difference of 
opinion has existed among the states 
as to the possible ill-effect of these 
agreements unless all concerned 
were equally zealous in enforcing the 
pact. 


TJ. S. INTERESTED 


The federal government is an Inter- 


ested participant in the discussion, 
not merely as a mediator between 
the states, but as a large owner of 
oil properties on public lands. With 
uniform conservation laws it is hop- 
ed that production will be slightly 
ahead of demand at all times but it 
is not possible to obtain an agree- 
ment that will receive the approval 
of congress unless the curtailment 
program protects the 
cons'urner 


against higfc prices when they are 
not justified. This phase of the prob- 
lem, however, is not being taken up 
at this time because a formula for 
curtailment is difficult in itself. 


The new California law contains 


provisions which, with the approval 
of the state oil and gas supervisor, 
makes lawful agreements for the co- 
operative development and operation 
of an oil field. It 
also 
requires 


safety measures to be taken to pre- 
vent wastage and to provide protec- 
tion from underground fresh water 
strata in the drilling of wells. The 
establishment of an agent in each 
county, where wells are located, is 
expected to bring accurate data as 
to what is happening in the oil fields 
to the central office of the staff. 


Inasmuch as California is the home 


of Secretary of the Interior Wilbur 
and President Hoover 
himself 
is 


thoroughly familiar 
with the oil 


problem, the California oil law takes 
on a special significance. 
It is be- 


lieved that the next step will be the 
Adoption of similar oil laws in other 
states and finally an interstate agree- 
ment which the federal government 
can approve. 


Many legal difficulties have been 


encountered in handling the oil con- 
servation problem but it is thought 
that the states themselves can solve 
most of them. Although there are 
not many announcements made from 
time to time as to the work being 
done by the federal government in- 
fluence the states in bringing about 
an agreement, the subject is kept up- 
permost at the department of in- 
terior by Secretary Wilbur and in- 
stead of an atmosphere of uncertain- 
ty as to the outcome there is today 
confidence that within the next few 
years, real progress will have been 
made in conserving the oil beneath 
tho ground.

Nationalists Meet At Nan- 


king To Consider Crisis 


With Soviet Regime 


Moscow—(F)—Denial was issued in 


Moscow today of reports abroad that 
Soviet forces have invaded Manchu- 
ria. 


Shanghai—W— The foreign rela- 


lations committee of the Nationalist 
government held 
an 
emergency 


meeting at Nanking today to con- 
sider the government's policy in the 
present crisis with Russia. 


Recommendations were sent to the 


state council, 
the 
government's 


highest authority, 
and this body 


was expected to make an important 
announcement "shortly." 


Mukden despatches to Tac'hung, 


Chinese news agency, state that the 
Manchurian authorities 
have de- 


cided:: "In the event of ^ Soviet at- 
tack, frontier defense forces have 
been ordered to hold positions at all 
costs. 
If necessary, the Nanking 


authorities will be petitioned to des- 
patch reinforcements and also pro- 
vide money and war materials." 


GROWS MORE SERIOUS 


London —(#}— Rapidly increasing 


military activity on the Sino-Russian 
Manchurian frontier 
was held 
in 


certain quarters today to represent 
a more serious situation, one possi- 
bly portending actual hostilities.

reinforcements after the Manchurian 
government's request. This request 
was said to have been worded: "The 
time has come for the nationalist 
government to send heavy reinforce- 
ments to Manchuria as there are in- 
dications that serious developments 
are impending." It was signed by 
Chang Hsueh Liang, governor of the 
three provinces. 


A high military council held at 


Mukden was said to have placed 
command in the Harbin area in the 
hands of General Chang Tso Hsiang, 
so-called "strong man" of Manchu- 
ria. So grave was the situation con- 
sidered it was decided to withhold 20 
per cent of salaries of all officials 
to purchase war materials. 


In Moscow the official news agen- 


cy said there was "an outburst of 
indignation" at continued reports of 
Chinese raids on Soviet territory and 
of brutal treatment of Soviet citi- 
zens in Manchuria.

Parks to 
begin 
his long 


sleep of death in that reservation, 
whe're he spent his life as a Negro 
slave boy, a freed slave, an aging 
worker and a guide. 


A slave of George 
Washington 


Parke Custis, the adopted son of 
George Washington and father-in- 
law of Robert E. Lee, he saw the 
battle tides of the Civil war roll over 
the wooded hillsides 
and 
fields 


where he played as a boy; saw the 
coffins "stacked like cordwood" af- 
ter Manassas. Then, puzzled and ag- 
ing, his sad old eyes watched ths 
ever increasing wave of white head- 
stones roll farther 
and 
farther 


through the lanes and glades of Ar- 
lington "estate" as the nation buried 
its heroes of that and later wars. 


For almost 90 years the place was 


home to him. He was born there, 
played and toiled and was married 
there in the crinoline days of his 
half forgotten past. He was "fussed 
at" by Major Custis, ran errands far 


"Miss Mary," and bowed low to the 
stately figure of her husband, Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee. 


The guns of war spoke soon after 


he, with the rest of some 500 slaves, 
had been freed by the will of then- 
master. Blue clad soldiers came to 
the plantrtion, and the spurred boots 
of 
their 
officers 
rang 
dlsco>d 


through the quiet house that had 
been Lee's home. 


The blue soldiers marched south 


and soon the bewildered Parks was 
aiding m the first military burials 
at Arlington. He helped build Fort 
Whipple, the Civil war fortification 
where Fort Myer now is. Time quiet- 
ed the cannons and peace returned 
to the old plantation, but never 
again the old order. 


Time brought progress and more 


wars and more changes. But "Uncle 
Jim" stayed on. Lately, physical 
incapacity has kept him from thi 
places he loved best, but he has 
dreamed more poignantly than ever 
of the proud days of lace and laven- 
dar, forgetting, perhaps, 
at 
times 


the changes personified in the chil- 
dren of his children, five of whom 
served with the A. E. F. during the 
World war. 


He never wanted to leave his 


"home." And by the 
war 
depart- 


ment's ruling, he never will, his 
grave being sealed 
and 
hallowoil 


with a salute of soldier's guns.

Amendment Provides Surtax 


On Incomes Over $3,000 
For Special Fund 


Madison—C4>)—The Assembly to- 


day engrosesd and ordered to third 
reading a finance committee bill for 
continuing 
educational 
appropria- 


tions and an amendment providing 
for 
a 
surtax on Incomes over 


53,000. The surtax amendment was 
passed 54 to 30 and the amended 
hill was engrossed 46 to 38. 


The bill, which was entered under 


the privilege of the finance commit- 
tee introducing measures at any 
time, provides that appropriations 
created by the preceding legislature 
for operation and maintenance of 
state schools continue until the new 
legislature 
makes 
appropriations. 


The bill would go Into effect In 
1931. According to the committee, 
the measure Is intended to prevent 
a repetition of the situation that the 
state university now faces. 
The 


university will receive no money un- 
til the present appropriation bill is 
signed by the go%'ernor. 


The surtax would begin in two 


years and money from It would go 
info a special school fund. 


The state conservation commission 


appropriation 
bill, calling for ap- 


proximately two million dollars for 
the two year period has been signed 
by Gov. Kohler. 


The bill levies a property tax of 


one-twentieth of a mill for forestry 
purposes. 
The mill tax, levied un- 


der the terms of the forestry amend- 
ment to the state constitution Is ex- 
pected to yield about $300,000 a 
yea r. 


The $300,000 raised by the mill tax 


for forestry purposes, will enable the 
conservation commission to use for 
fish and game purposes a llkf 
amount, 
which 
otherwise 
would 


have gone to forestry 
from the 


regular conservation 
fund. 
The 


amount raised-by the mill tax will 
offset the loss of revenue which the 
commission failed to recMved when 
Gov. 
Kohler vetot-d the fish license 


bill.

What will be more im- 
portant to the money market and 
therefore, to the market for stocks, 
W01 be such evidence as the state- 
ment reveals of how far the federal 
reserve has gone in the past week in 
enlarging its portfolio of acceptan- 
ces and government securities. 


LITTLE RESULTS 


The practical effect of the 6 per 


cent rediscount rate authorized on 
Aug. 9, in reducing the Wall Street 
demands for money has been so far, 
small. This is recognized to such an 
extent in banking circles that there 
have been rumors the last few days 
that should brokers loans start on 
the up trend again, the federal re- 
serve bank in New York will request 
authority from the federal 
reserve 


board to further increase its rate to 
7 per cent. This "it did in 1921 when 
the 6 per cent rate then proved inef- 
fective in checking the speculation 
that was rampant in commodities at 
that time. 


STANDS ALONE 


Strangely enough the policy of a 


higher rate introduced by the New 
York federal reserve bank has not 
been followed by any of the other 11 
banks in the federal reserve system.

PAY FOR TEACHERS 


There is no sound reason for paying

ers. They do not render more valuable 
service.

able young women, and this condition 
is going to continue "so long as our 
professional and industrial ^organiza- 
tion remains as it now is," says the in- 
vc^ligator.

'Among other desirable results, a wall 
may keep motor campers from setting 
milk bottles and other perishable food- 
stuffs in them. 


The protected water, it is explained, 


'should be discharged through a pipe 
passing through the wall. Then provid- 
ed the source of the spring is all right, 
the consumer may be reasonably sure 
of pure water. Otherwise he would 
much better patronize a piped public 
water supply whenever there is one ac- 
cessible. The public faucet beats a 
spring forty ways. 


NEW FIRE MENACE 


Now there is a new fire menace. The 


United States Forestry service finds 
that many cigar and cigaret stubs 
dropped from airplanes as high as 1,000 
feet are still burning, and capable of 
starting forest fires, when they reach 
the,ground. 


Fortunately the stubs observed were 


•dropped experimentally by foresters. 
Aviators have not done much smoking 
as yet, and are usually careful when 
they do indulge. The peril grows, how- 
ever, with the growth of flying, and 
needs to be guarded against especially 
in the case of passengers, untrained to 
the dangers involved. If air tourists 
drop fire indiscriminately, all our for- 
ests, and a good many of our houses, 
will be burned up. 


While they are being trained in this 


respect, they should also get sound in- 
structions about dropping other things.

HIGH HAT 
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sidewalks inibe morning. At luncheon time the 
women issue forth, society folk who stroll after- 
ward in afternoon finery for a few blocks before 
letting: their car pick them up for a trip to tea. 


At 6 o'clock the formality becomes more pro- 


nounced. Evening gowns and dinner 
jackets 


are worn as scrupulously as the doormen's gild- 
ed uniforms. And nobody walks. Even the new- 
est parvenu knows that his standing with the 
latter menials depends on his having a car wait- 
ing. 


Whatever revelry goes on within the rooms 


that rent for $2,000 or more a year (per room), 
whatever fireside scenes may be enacted there, no 
sign of domesticity is evident in the barren splen- 
dor after dark. 


THE OLDEN STAGE 


The Bowery, which in the elegant eighties was 


a rowdy rialto, is rapidly'losing the last of its 
theaters. Within six months the Thalia and 
Min- 


er's Bowery both antiques, have been destroyed 
by fire. Only blackened shells remain of the 
cradles that grave the gay nineties some of their 
most illustrious stars. 


The pits of these theaters in their salad days 


were generally filled with newsboys, .bootblacks, 
or, as some historian has said, "older patrons of 
the same general character." The entertainment, 
usually consisting of variety acts, Mas "excel- 
lent, but boisterous." 


The patrons paid 12 1-2 cents for seats in the 


pit and sat on th^ir coats, not only because the 
benches were hard, but also to keep their gar- 
ments from being stolen. 


It was in the Old Bowery, later renamed the 


Thalia, that the roistering- old song "Up in a 
Balloon," was plugged until it became as pop- 
ular as the current "I Kiss Tour Hand, Ma- 
dame." All the street urchins were humming it. 


The players in those days knew how to use 


such popularity to bolster up their own repu- 
tations. Thus a soubrette, reaching the end of a 
stanza, would pause a moment and then say 
"Now boys, join me in the chorus." 


A play reviewer of the period reported that the 


chorus could have been heard a dozen blocks 
away.

On Aug. 23, 1914, the battle of Mons

fought in Belgium. About 3 p. m., the German 
army attacked the British along- the line of the 
Conde-Mons canal.

and the powerful German artillery played havoc 
among them, with the result that that night the 
British forces were compelled to fall back to a 
position which had previously been reconno-'tered 
resting on the left of the fortress of Maubeuge 
and extending on the right to Janlem, southeas' 
of Valenciennes. 


Opposing- the English were the fourth and 


ninth German army corps, and they fought about 
equal numbers. The forces which awaited the 
German attack numbered about 
86,000 
men 


roughly divided into 70,000 infantry, 10,000 caval- 
ry and 312 guns. 


The front of the British army covered about 


20 miles and was an excessive strain upon so 
small a force, since the enemy was more com- 
pact. 


The defeat in the battle of Mons was the be- 


ginning of the Anglo-French retreat which did 
not end until the famous battle of the Marne.

A 
few words about pneumothoras 
may interest ypur readers. 


Our doctors (in a famous 


health resort) are coming to use 
pneumothorax (that means air in 
the pleural cavity, and the col- 
lapse of the lung) in earlier cases 
of tuberculosis than formerly, 
with good results. It is not in- 
frequent now to see it used on 
a patient with only a small 
amount of trouble and every 
chance of getting well anyway, 
for it hastens the cure. Only a 
few years ago it was resorted to 
only after prolonged rest treat- 
ment failed to give the desired 
results. 
The doctors say the 


ideal case is a one-sided lesion, 
but the majority of us receiving 
pneumothorax have trouble in 
both lungs. 
Strangely enough, 


the better lung usually shows 
improvement too, with pneumo- 
thorax, although it is called up- 
on to do all the work of both 
lungs. 
Sometimes a 
patient 


comes M ith one very bad and the 
other plenty bad. Pneumothorax 
is out of the question right then., 
but complete bed rest for three 
or four months Mill make the 
less affected lung enough better 
to permit of pneumothorax treat- 
ment, even if the lung to be col- 
lapsed has not improved at all 
or even if it has grown worse.

There are many individual excep- 


tions—arch-pessimists in a sanguine 
age and Pollyannas in an age of 
spiritual depression. 
But for the 


most part a sanguine age like the 
Elizabethan, for instance, M-ill pro- 
duos a hopeful, and expansixe litera- 
:ure while an age of depression will 
have the opposite effect on letters. 


For some years now oessimism ha« 


c.een raised almost to a virtue. The 
futility of life has- been used as a 
theme again and again. There ars 
signs of a reaction but the chances 
that that many more such books will 
be written before the tables are com- 
pletely turned. 


In his new book, "The Mansions 


of Philosophy," Will Durant explains 
the pessimism of our age in literature 
and hence the pessimism of the age 
itself by the natural mental depres- 
sion that comes5 after every disas- 
trous M'ar. The world is in the same 
me-ital stage now in which it was 
immediately after the Napoleonic era 
almost exactly a hundred years ago. 


Napoleon w"s beaten in 1815 and 


frc i then on for the greater part of 
half a century pessimism was pop- 
ular. Keats, the sanguina lover of 
be .uty, died in despair in 1821 after 
beating himself against his unfeeling 
generation. 
Shelley was drowned 


the next year, practically committing 
suicide in his despair. Byron, who 
was snuffed out m 1921, felt his life 
in the sore r.nd yellow leaf at the 
age of 36. In Germany Schopen- 
hau^r wrote his pessimistic "The 
World As Will and Idea" in 1818, 
and in France De Musset published 
his "Confessions of a Child of the 
Century" in 1835. The world M'as in 
the dumps for a long time but in due 
time it lost its pessimistic attitude. 
Hore springs eternal in the world's 
breast as well as in the 
human 
breast. 


The World war ended *n 1918 and 


since then pessimism has been in, 
fashion. The pessimists had already 
begun to make themselves heard be- 
fore that time but not as noisily as 
since. "The Spoon River Anthology" 
was published in 
1914 and 
there 


were other individual writers who 
took delight in jeremaids. But pres- 
simism did not become a cult until 
after the war had been in progress 
for some time. 


It is entirelv According to sched- 


ule that a booK 1'ke Spengler's "De- 
cline of the West" should be pub- 
lished in our era. Spengler eloquent- 
ly believes that western civilization 
is doomed and that nothing can save 
it. He isn't half-hearted about it; 
he is as thorough-going in his pes- 
simism as was Schopenhauser in the 
nineteenth century. 


Nor is it strange that a man like 


Dean Inge, the gloomy philosphei', 
is holding forth in England. Pessi- 
mism is doubtless 
temperamental 


with Inge. He would have been a 
pessimist even if there had 
never 


been a World war, but it is not like- 
ly that he Mould then have had the. 
M'orld audience that he now enjoys. ^""~ 
Like many pessimists Dean 
Inge 


ppobably gets a good deal of satisfac- 
tion out of his hojielessness, just as 
there is artistic pleasure in tragedy. 


Count Keyserling Is another pessi- 


mist of our era who is enjoying a 
large audience. He happens to be Jn 
tune with his generation and thus 
gets a hearing. In an Elizabethaa 
age he would have been drowned by 
the sanguine writers. 


As the war recedes the pessimists 


will gradually give way to more- op- 
timistic writers. By 1950 we may look J 
for a new deal.

Her position in the cen- 
ter of the Mediterranean would give 
her easy dominance over the north- 
ern part of Africa but French pos- 
sessions hedge in her lone 'colonies 
on the west and England's place in 
Egyptian affairs bound her on the 
east. 


EDITORS START WRITING 


The treaties which 
the 
United 


States concluded and which 
have 


served to start editorial pens in Italy 
are three in number. They included! 
adhesion of Egypt to the Kellogg a 
treaty of arbitration and neutrality 
between America and Egypt and a 
very similar one with Abyssinia. 


The treaty of neutrality between 


the United States and Egypt \vas, 
to the Italian mind, of particular 
importance, since it strengthened the 
growing idea of Egypt's increasing 
independence from British control 
Until Egypt and India began to grow 
cotton, England depended entirely 
on the United States for raw mate- 
rial for her Lancashire cotton looms 
Now that Egypt has begun to pro- 
duce the blossom, Italy thinks the 
United States will seek to empha- 
size further its supremacy in the 
world cotton market by controlling 
the Egyptian supply. 


In Abyssinia, the struggle for pre- 


dominance in the rubber market is 
even keener, Italian editors think. 
They say that England has control 
of the world rubber supply, although 
America is the chief 
consumer. 


Therefore they assert that passing of 
the German African 
colonies into 


the control of England was a distinct 
blow to the United States, which 
America must seek to counterbal- 
ance in Abyssinia. 


The Gtornale D'ltalia, one of the 


best-informed Italian newspapers, de- 
voted two columns to this discussion 
Eiecardo Bondioli, writer of the ar- 
ticle, asserted that the three trea- 
ties "strike up direct relations be- 
tween the United States and the two 
African nations; they give to Ameri- 
ca, while checkmating the English, 
the necessary key to penetrate Into 
the Black Gontlnent, assuring for 
America an Indispensable base." 


Italy, however, he said, also has 


interests in Egypt and - Abyssinia, 
and he does not doubt that there is 
a man in the Palazzo Chigi—mean- 
ing Mussolini — who is keeping in 
cloae touch with what is going on.

"\Vhen the weather 
is hot, the 


surface blood vessels are expanded 
and the sweat glands bathe the body 
with perspiration," the 
committee 


declares. 
"By its evaporation 
the 


skin is cooled, the rapidity 
and 


degree of cooling depending on the 
rate that tbe air is movine. Drafts 
are harmless in summer unless the 
cooling of the body is too rapid. 


"Ught clothing 
aids in 
rapid 


evaporation 
of 
the perspiration. 


Some exercise is essential but over 
exertion in the hot sun should be 
avoided. 
Mexicans say 'only dogs 


and gringoes walk in the sun.' 


"The matter of diet is one of im- 


portance. The Eskimo eats heartily 
of fats and oils, the trop 
dweller 


lives largely on fruits and vegetables. 
There's a reason. Fats, sugars an3 
starches are-heat producing. Xature 


gave us green vegetables and fruits 
in abundance during the summer 
season. 
Over-eating over-loads the 


system. Eat moderately of a. varied 
diet.
